The  Urban  District  of  Stanley  is  bounded  on  the  South 
side  by  the  City  of  Wakefield,  on  the  North  by  the  ITrliaii 
District  of  Roth  well,  on  the  West  by  the  Boroughs  of  Morley 
and  Ossett  and  on  the  East  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Rothwell 
and  A1  tofts  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield.

Evidence  to  the  effect  that  an  increase  in  the  prevalence 
of  Scabies  was  to  be  expected  led  to  this  condition  being  made 
voluntarily  notifiable,  and  to  facilities  being  made  available  for 
its  treatment  at  Oiitwood  First  Aid  Post. 

Housing  was  of  necessity  at  a  standstill  and  all  that  could 
be  done  was  to  ensure  as  far  as  possible  that  essential  repairs 
were  carried  out.  An  enormous  amount  of  work  will  need  to 
be  done  in  the  immediate  Post-War  era,  it  is  an  undoubted 
fact  that  a  veiy  large  proportion  of  houses  in  the  area  do  not 
come  u])  to  the  minimum  requirements  laid  down,  and  will 
have  to  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

"Half  the  salaries  of  these  officers  is  paid  by  the  County 
Council. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  laboratory  facilities  for  the  Laboratory 
district.  The  examination  of  sputum,  swabs,  and  other  Facilities 
pathological  specimens  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 
who  also  examine  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  bacterial 
content.  Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs 
Act,  are  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  at  Bradford,  to 
whom  samples  of  water  and  foodstuffs  are  also  sent. 

During  the  year  the  Council  bought  a  new  Rolls  Royce  Ambulance 
Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  accident  and  non-infectious  Facilities 
cases  to  hospital.  The  following  charges  are  made : —

The  arrangements  for  infectious  cases  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  who  have  two  Ambu¬ 
lances  for  the  purpose.  The  Committee  purchased  from  this 
Council  an  Austin  20  Ambulance  to  replace  one  of  the  old 
vehicles.  During  the  year  313  journeys  were  made  by  the

A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  by 
the  County  Council  at  each  of  the  following  centres : — 
Stanley,  Outwood  and  Wrenthorpe. 

(1)  General  Infectious  Diseases: — 

(a)  Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  Cardigan  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital  is  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  ordinary  infectious  disease.  It  is  owned  and 
maintained  jointly  by  the  Wakefield  Rural,  Morley  Borough 
and  Stanley  Urban  Councils,  and  controlled  by  a  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  formed  by  members  of  those  Councils. 

Cardigan  Smallpox  Hospital  is  goveriied  by  a  body 
composed  of  representatives  from  the  City  of  Wakefield, 
Borough  of  Morley,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Horbury,  Roth  well 
and  Stanley,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield. 

During  recent  years  when  smallpox  in  the  district  has 
fortunately  not  been  prevalent,  the  Hospital  has  been  leased 
t<3  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  use  as  a  sanatorium. 
Arrangements  are  such  that  the  premises  would  be  vacated 
and  made  immediately  available  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox. 

Whenever  possible,  isolation  and  treatment  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis  cases  is  carried  out  at  our  own  Joint 
Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at  Carr  Gate.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  impossible  to  provide  accommodation  at  our  own  hospital, 
we  have  then  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  admission  of  cases 
to  the  Brierley  Hill  Isolation  Hospital,  Hemsworth. 

(2)  Voluntary  Hospitals: — 

The  hospitals  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  Stanley  for 
accidents  and  general  diseases  are  : — 

(a)  Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

(b)  General  Infirmary,  Leeds. 

(c)  Hospital  for  Women,  Leeds. 

The  Council  have  no  arrangements  with  any  of  the  above 
voluntary  hospitals,  for  the  admission  of  patients. 
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(8)  Public  x4ssistance  Hospitals. 

(a)  The  County  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

Cases  to  the  County  Hospital  are  generally  moved  in  the 
Council’s  ambulance,  and  the  fee  of  5/-  claimed  from  the 
County  Council.

We  have  few  large  shops  in  the  district  where  assistants 
are  employed,  the  majority  of  the  remainder  being  of  the 
small  house-shop  type.  No  complaint  has  been  received  con¬ 
cerning  these. 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  district. 

Little  has  been  done  in  respect  to  smoke  abatement 
during  the  year. 

The  old  tip  appears  now  to  be  innocuous  but  the  tip  which 
was  started  during  1941  is  still  on  fire,  although  there  is  little 
harm  ensuing  at  present  due  to  the  use  of  continual  sprays. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

Of  the  21  houses  reported  as  verminous,  16  were  sprayed 
with  insecticide  liquid  by  the  Department,  and  sulphur  candles 
were  issued  free  to  the  tenants  of  the  remaining  5  houses. 

The  whole  of  the  fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  were  in¬ 
spected,  and  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

18  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  various 
retailers  of  the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
of  these  one  only  was  found  to  be  not  genuine  and  in  this  case 
the  County  Council  sent  a  caution  to  the  retailer  concerned. 

Thirty-two  visits  were  made  to  the  various  cowsheds  in 
the  district  during  the  year.  No  statutory  action  was  taken 
but  informal  notices  were  sent  to  four  cowkeepers  who  had 
failed  to  limewash  their  premises  within  the  prescribed  time. 
These  notices  were  complied  with. 

Centralisation  of  slaughtering  has  decreased  the  amount 
of  slaughtering  done  in  the  district  and  in  consequence  only  a 
third  of  the  number  of  carcases  inspected  last  year  were  seen. 
Approximately  1,000  pigs  were  inspected  and  approximately 
^  ton  of  meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food. 

The  usual  table  is  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  giving  details  as  to  the  carcases  examined  and  the 
meat  condemned.

During  the  year  921  children  out  of  a  child  population  of 
8,180  were  immunised,  bringing  the  percentage  up  to  34 
for  the  0-5  and  7 3 •8"’/^  for  the  5-15  group  respectively. 

General  Remarks. 

As  I  have  already  said,  the  number  of  Immunised  children 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  reasonable  level  so  far  as  the  5-15 
group  is  concerned,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in 
the  0-5  group.  At  least  75 of  all  children  from  0-15  should 
be  immunised  if  this  dread  disease  is  to  be  brought  under 
control. 

In  reviewing  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  during  the  3^ear 
it  is  distressing  to  find  that  no  fewer  than  84  cases  were 
notified,  as  against  16  in  1941.  An  analysis  of  the  distribution 
shows  that  the  bulk  of  cases  occurred  in  that  pai-t  of  the  area 
in  which  least  immunisation  has  been  carried  out.  This  may 
of  course  be  pure  coincidence,  but  my  own  opinion  is  that  it  is 
a  logical  and  regrettable  consequence,  and  serves  to  point  the 
moral  of  more  Immunisation. 

The  remaining  figures  for  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  call  for  no  comment  except  to  sa}^  that  this  was 
definitely  a  “Measles”  year.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  upon  the 
work  done  by  your  Health  Department  during  the  year. 


A.R.P.  work  has  again  occupied  a  considerable  proportiim 
ol‘  the  staff’s  time,  but  even  so  the  number  of  inspections  made 
can  compare  favourably  with  previous  years.  The  centralisa¬ 
tion  of  slaughtering  came  into  full  effect  during  the  year,  and 
as  a  result  1,4*26  freshly  killed  carcases  were  seen  in  comparison 
with  over  three  thousand  in  the  previous  year.

The  table  above  shews  that  1,047  carcases  were  inspected, 
1  whole  carcase  was  condemned  for  Tuberculosis  and  107 
other  carcases  were  found  to  be  aifected  in  some  pai-t  with 
Tuberculosis. 

The  percentage  of  the  number  of  carcases  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  was  10  0  as  against  10  7  for  1941  and  7‘4  for 
1940.

Cowsheds. 

Cowsheds  of  the  district  have  again  been  inspected 
regularly  and  82  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  No 
statutory  action  was  taken  in  respect  to  the  condition  of  the 
cowsheds,  though  notices  to  limewash  were  again  sent  out  on 
4  occasions.  These  were  all  complied  with. 


Bakehouses. 

Tlie  bakehouses  of  the  district  were  all  inspected,  and  on 
only  one  occasion  was  cause  found  for  complaint.  This 
complaint,  which  was  not  of  a  serious  nature,  was  remedied 
after  informal  action. 


Offensive  Trades. 

No  statutoiy  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  any  defects  at 
the  premises  of  any  offensive  trade.  As  previously  stated,  the 
only  offensive  trade  of  any  magnitude  in  the  district  is  fish- 
frying,  and  the  premises  at  which  this  trade  is  carried  on  have 
been  regularly  inspected. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

20  visits  were  made  to  factories  in  the  district,  and  except 
on  one  occasion,  the  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
One  notice  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in 
respect  to  insufficient  ventilation  to  a  AU.C.  in  one  workshop. 
A  notice  was  sent  to  the  owner  and  was  duly  complied  with. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.

Obviously  there  has  been  no  systematic  housing  inspection 
of  the  district,  but  complaints  received  from  householders  con¬ 
cerning  structural  defects  have  received  immediate  attention. 
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49  houses  were  iiispeeted  under  the  Housing  Act  during 
the  year,  and  the  defects  found  at  eacli  were  remedied  after 
informal  notice. 

Some  sliglit  difficulty  was  experienced  hy  owners  in 
executing  repairs,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour;  tliough  we 
have  little  cause  for  complaint  as  repairs  on  the  whole  were 
effected  by  the  owners  within  a  reasonable  time. 

No  repi'eseiitation  was  made  in  respect  to  totally  unlit 
houses  during  the  year.

Verminous  Premises. 

21  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  16  of  these 
were  sprayed  with  pyagra  or  vermicide.  The  treatment  can 
be  said  to  have  been  fairly  satisfactory,  and  in  cases  where 
tenants  will  take  the  necessary  care,  and  spend  a  little  time 
and  labour  in  finally  ridding  the  premises  of  any  vermin  left, 
this  method  can  be  most  effective.  Whilst  it  is  not  claimed 
that  100  per  cent,  disinfestation  standard  can  be  obtained,  a 
great  deal  can  be  said  for  spraying  generally. 

5  persons  were  issued  with  sulphur  candles.  In  respect 
to  the  latter  method,  I  do  feel  that  this  is  only  temporary  and 
in  effect  is  very  latent  in  its  action. 
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Cockroach  Infestation. 

21  persons  complained  of  cockroa(di  infestation.  Powder 
was  given  to  them  and  on  the  whole,  this  proved  quite 
eflPective,  and  on  only  two  occasions  were  further  complaints 
received.
